The body of an _ unidentified 
man, who apparently had been 
shot to death and thrown into the 
Mississippi River, was found yes- 
terday by a fisherman at Glen 
Park, in Jefferson County, 20 


miles south of St. Louis. 

Dr. W. E. Gibson Jr., Coroner of 
Jefferson County, is of the opinion 
that the man was a St. Louis or 
Chicago gangster. who was mur- 
dered and thrown from one of the 
St. Louis bridges. The body, with 
a bullet wound through the head, 
had been in the water two or 
three days. 

The pockets contained an empty 
billfold, a coin purse containing a 
watch charm and 90 cents, a pair 
of eyeglasses and five 38-caliber 
cartridges. Labels had been torn 
from the clothing, but a. cleaner’s 
mark, 14-F-SH, renidined in. the 
lining of one coat sleeve. The bul- 
let wound, Dr. Gibson said, had 
been inflicted with a .45-caliber 
cartridge. 

The man, according to Dr. Gib- 
son, was apparently, an Italian, 
about 45 years old, five feet, seven 


with bluish-gray eyes, black hair 
streaked with gray, false tecth and 

a mole on the right shoulder. 

The clothing, all of good quality 
and slightly worn, includéd a blue 
pin-striped suit, a white shirt 
striped with lavender and yellow, 
size 16%, a green-and - white 
striped necktie, a tan belt, gray 
socks and black police - special 
shoes. 

The watch charm found in the 
coin purse bore the lodge emblem 
of the Knights of the Maccabees.

WASHINGTON, July 12.~—In- 
come tax payments which contin- 
wed to increase In the face of busi- 
ness depression in 1930 and the 
stock market collapse in 1929 
brought $2,410,230,889 into the 


Treasury during the fiscal year 
1930, swelling the total tax collec- 
tions for the 12 months to $3,038,- 
498,929. 

The collections for the 1930 fis- 
cal year were announced today by /} 
the Internal Revenue Bureau, 
whose statement showed the in- 
come tax was $78,956,460 more 
than that collected in the 1929 fis- 
cal year and the total an increase 
of $99,444,554 over that of the 
previous 12 months. Individual 
payments for the year were $1,- 
146,655,782, and corperation pay- 
ments $1,263,575,106. 

Returns Fall in 4€ Districts. 

The tabulation, however, showed 
that 40 of the collection districts 
returned a less total*tax than in 
the previous year, while 25 dis- 
tricts showed an increase. The six 
New York districts returned a to- 
tal of $830,084,632 in income tax 
and in five of the districts the in- 
dividual payments exceeded the 
corporation returns. 

North Carolina had the largest 
amount of miscellaneous tax which 
included the tobacco tax. In the 
year it paid the Government $257,- 
276,180 in miscellaneous taxes and 
$16,987,037 in income tax. 

Illinois paid $223,374,883 in in- 
come tax, of which corporations 
paid $122,558,093. Pennsylvania 
paid $230,204,814 in taxes from

ROUNDUP OF 


SENATORS URGED | § 


Proponents Worried ‘ by 
Small Attendance—State 
Department Compiles De- 
bates Here and in Britain. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 12.—Con- 
cerned over the persistent fight be- 
ing waged against the London na- 
val treaty, its advocates today de- 
manded a roundup of the absentee 
Senators for a showdown on the 
first of several reservations to be 
taken up next week. 


Leaders are taking serious note 
of the reservation offered by Sen- 
ator Norris (Rep.), Nebraska, pro- 
viding that this Government should 
not be bound by aDy secret under- 


standings. 
Senator Moses (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, leader of the treaty 


opponents, asserted there would, be |. 


°3 votes against ratification of’the 
pact if the Norris resolution were 
not approved. This is almost twice 
the number of votes which have 
hitherto been counted against the 
treaty and approaches the one- 
third necessary to defeat ratifica- 
tion. 

Treaty proponents are still divid- 
ed on the Norris resolution. Some 
want to accept on the ground that 
it is a proposition that can do no 
harm to the treaty and that it’s 
approval will hasten disposition of 
the pact. Others, however, con- 
tend it is insulting to President 
Hoover who assured the Senate 
there are no Secret understandings. 

Reservationists Confident. 

Meanwhile, advocates of the 
reservation are confident of 
enough votes to adopt it regardless 
of the attitude of the administra- 
tion. Chairman Borah of the For- 
eign Relations Committee is with- 
holding an opinion pending study. 

But the real worry to treaty pro- 
ponents is the small attendance of 
Senators. Only 49, one more than 
the necessary quorum, answered 
the opening roll call yesterday, the 
fifth day of debate on the treaty. 
All of the opponents of the pact 
have been present on almost every 
roll call and the treaty supporters 
realize that they are at the mercy 
of the opposition any time the foes 
care to break a quorum and end 
the special session. 

Twenty-seven Senators have not 
been present at any time during 
the special session, which began 


Monday. Senator Smoot of Utah 
answered the call of President 
Hoover to spend his honeymoon 


here instead of in Honolulu, byt

BALTIMORE, July . 12.—John 
MacDonald today charged that po- 
lice of San Francisco were to 
blame for his festimony whith 14 
years ago sent Tom Mooney to 
prison in California for life for the 
Preparedness day bombing in San 
Francisco in 1916 in. which eight 
persons were killed. : 

At the trial in which Mooney 
and Warren K. Billings, labor lead- 
ers, were convicted, MacDonald tes- 
tified that he had seen them place 
a suitcase containing the infernal 
machine, which later exploded, This 
testimony, MacDonald said, was 
planned by officials and he was 
coached in it by the State Prosecu- 
tor. 

Along with the story of official 
interference in his 1917 testimony, 
MacDonald coupled a charge that 
he had been offered bribes by the 
Police and forced to fdentify 
Mooney, who he declared he never 
had seen before he was taken to 
the San Francisco jail, and told by 
police the labor leader was “his 
man.” 

McDonald was arrested here last 
night and today appeared in the 
Circuit Court seeking release on a 
writ of habeas corpus, Judge Daw- 
kins refused to grant the writ, and 
ordered State’s Attorney Herbert 
R. O'Connor to hold McDonald 
until advices of what California 
wanted done were reecived. 

At midnight State’s Attorney 
O’Connor gave to the newspapers 
a 16-page typewritten affivadit 
signed by MacDonald in which he 
reiterated statements made in his 
1921 affidavit and said for a sec- 
ond time he had never before seen 
either Mooney or Billings and that 
it was impossible for him to iden- 
tify them. The statement -cen- 
taIned approximately 7000 words. 
The affidavit contained four 
pages of new matter followed by 
a resigning of the affidavit made 
in New York in 1921. 

O’Connor has wired Gov. Young 
of California, suggesting that crim- 
inal action could be brought against 
police and other officials who Mac- 
Donald asserts are responsible for 
the testimony he now repudiates. 
MacDonald says he intends to 
return to California to tell his 
story to the governor. 

Frank P. Walsh, attorney who 
for years has sought Mooney’s 
pardon, arriving here today was 
present in court and declared that 
he would immediately asK the Su- 
preme Court of California to re- 
open the case on the ground of 
newly discovered evidence, Walsh 
was accompanied by Edward M.

Personal unsecured notes total- 
ing $12,500 and signed by Brunk 
were found by the State Bank Ex- 
aminer on the desk of M, F. Eas- 
ley, cashier. These notes were not 
listed ag assets of the bank, and 
because they were kept.on Hasley’s 
desk were not found earlier by 
examiners in “their regular visits. . 
Since the bank closed Brugk has 
paid off slightly more than $10,- 


000 of his obligations, specifying 
that the amount be paid on the 
unsecured part of his debt. 

The inventory showed many of 
the loans without security were 
made to Brunk while he was cam- 
paigning for State Treasurer in 
1928. Two of the secured notes 
held against Brunk date back to 
1923. They are ‘for $2877 and 
$2000, 
notes dating back to 1926 are for 
$2000 and $700. 

When the bank closed it - had 
State deposits totaling $273,000, all 
of which was covered by bonds and 
securities held by the State Treas- 
ury. Since then some of the secu- 
rities have been liquidated reduc- 
ing the State’s deposits. 

E. R. Adams, president; M. T. 
Easley, cashier, and E. 8. Schmate, 
bookkeeper of the closed bank 
were arrested today charged with 
making false entries in the bank’s 
books. All gave bond, Adams and 
Easley $5000 each and Schmate 
$2500. 

The charges were filed by Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Charles R. Lan- 
drum as soon as he learned a 
Depositors’ Committee had aban- 
doned plans for reorganizing the 
bank.

A flurry was caused in grain 
circles here today when it became 
known that wheat which the 
Stabilization Corporation purchased 
during the last crop season in an 
effort to stabilize prices had been 
sold at a time when the new corp 
is being marketed. " 

Declaring his belief that wheat 
sold to Kansas City millers “broke 
the market today,” Gov. Clyde M. 
Reed, in a telegram to Legge pro- 
tested “against this unwise and un- 
sound: policy’”’ and asked that “‘it 
pe stopped at once.” | 

Reed also asked the Farm Board 
chairman for “unqualified assur- 
ance as to what the future policy 
of the Farm Board will be with 
regard to its holdings of wheat, 
which in your addresses in Kan- 
sas you repeatedly stated would 
not be sold in competition with the 
new crop now coming in.” 

Sale of the grain from last year’s 
crop was executed, Reed said in 
his telegram, “vith millions of 
bushels from this year’s crop, the 
best milling wheat Kansas ever 
harvested, available in the ele- 
vators at Kansas City.” 

Reed sent his telegram before 
Legge announced that the same 
quantity of new wheat would be 
purchased as that of the 1929 crop 
sold. ‘ 

Corporation officers said millers 
who stored the Government wheat 
had been. promised it would be 
moved by July 10. Shipping orders 
were given this week for the grain 
unpurchased by the mills under the 
storage contracts. 

The Kansas Flour Mills of Kan- 
sas City yesterday purchased 350,- 
000 bushels of 1929 wheat from 
the Stabilization Corporation ata 
price around 82 cents a bushel as 
contrasted with the level] of $1.15 
a bushel at which Government 
funds were loaned on last year’s 
crop. 

Legge announced the policy of 
purchasing new wheat after re- 
ceipt of a telegram from George 
Milnor, general manager of the 
Stabilization Corporation, whose 
recommendations were approved by 
Legge. 

Milnor’s telegram to the Farm 
Board Chairman said: 

“In closing up mill agreements 
it is necessary to permit them to 
purchase wheat stored, which we 
are doing. I think it advisable for 
us to replace wheat thus sold by 
purchases of exact quantity of new 
wheat which we can easily store 
and thus avoid reduction of wheat 
held by. us as of July 1. This pur- 
chase of new wheat would tend to 
sweeten tip and improve quality of 
our old stock. Total amount in- 
volved 3,264,000 bushels.” 

The farm board’s total wheat 
holdings as a result of the stabili- 
zation corporation’s purchases of 
last year’s crop have been esti- 
mated by Chairman Legge as -ap- 
proximately 60,000,000 busheis, 


Legge Closes Week’s Campaign at

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July 12— 
Bobby Jones of -.tlanta posted a 
33-35—68 on the official score- 
board early this morning and 


when the rest of the contestants 
observed this they fainted. 

The champion, it seems, had been 
toying with the first nine holes 
while the rest of us were deciding 
between saurkraut juice or orange 
juice and we arrived just as Mp. 
Jones was finishing the first nine. 

‘Jones is out in 33.” This om- 
inous information was flashed 
about the grounds. 

I imagined I could hear the news 
boys skouting it on Peachtree 
street and selling their. papers as 
fast as the presses could turn them 
out. 

“Jones out in 33.” 

I started the chase and at the 
ninth hole got a good four to get 
out in 36. I saw Wiftfy Cox and 
Ed Dudley, playing the seventh. 
Wiffy had been in the hunt at this 
championship’ at one time. He 
asked me how I was doing and 
then shouted over, “He's got a 
three and a four for a sixty*six,” 
he says, and so he did have. But 
Bobby took ya four and a five to 
finish in 68 but it was quite good 
enough to put him out in front of 
the field by five strokes. 

Opening Not Large Enough. 

At noon it looked as if the final 
round would be nothing but a pa- 
rade with the king out in front 
strolling majestically over the hills 
and dales of Interlachen, cheered 
to the echo by his subjects, the 
golfers of America or as many as 
could get here. But Bobby slipped 
a little in the afternoon. He took 
38 to go out, played the short holes 
badly coming in and took a 75 and 
this gave Harry Cooper, MacDon- 
ald Smith and me a chance—a slim 
one but nevertheless Jones did 
leave a wee small opening but we 
could not get through it. 

MacDonald Smith, who tied for 
second in the British open came the 
closest. He finally needed to hole 
his second at the par “{four 
eighteenth to tie but of course this 
just could not be done and he had 
a well played par four to finish 
with 289, . 

Next to being champion the most 
fortunate man in golf today is 
Sherwood Hertz, of Atlanta who 
wagered $50 to $2500 that 


Jones would win all four of the 


major championships this year. 
He knocked the third and the one 
rated as the toughest when he 
grabbed the American open today 
and only the American amateur 
championship stands between him 
and the fourth title. 

For the past month Bobby has 
been trodding over the golfing

battlefields of Europe and America 
like a Goliath, first at St. Andrews 
the ancient shrine of the game and 
then along the sands of Dee at 
Hoylake and now through the 
perspiration of Interlachen. Bobby 
Jones has crushed the ambitions of 
all the rest of the expert golf 
players of the old and the new 
worlds. 
Horton Expects to Recover. 

I am among the number but be- 
ing 22 years old I guess I will re- 
cover. I wish to put in a good 
word for MacDonald Smith. Twenty 
years ago MacDonald tied for this 
title and today he chased the cham- 
pion the hardest. He did the last 
round in 70, just as he did the last 
round at Hoylake in the British. 

Here were two gallant efforts 
and both failed. He was two be- 
hind in England and two behind in 
America. Out of all the rumors 
and stories of this meeting the best 
I ever heard and absolutely a true 
one was told to me by a friend 
who was standing beside Robert 
Jones, senior in the galleries; A 
young woman, evidently one who 
favored the professionals above 
Bobby, said to a friend and with- 
in the hearing of Mr. Jones, Senior.

This was too good an opening 
for the champion’s father to re- 
sist and he turned to the young 
woman and said: “I am sure that 
I could not wish for any better 
person than the Lord to put “His 
arms around me.”

the final round when his game at 
times deserted him to such extent 
that a major calamity seemed emi- 
nent. His last nine. were filled 
with thrills and if he hadn’t had 
three birdies, the three threes on 
the three par four holes, he might 
not have come through a winner. 

Bobby started gack 45 5 and 
then at the short thirteenth he 
took a five, failing to get out of 
a bunker the first time after he 
had hooked into it from the tee. 

This five loomed very big at the 
moment for he had taken 38 to 
go out and was now five over even 
fours and kniw that such a score 
was wide open to attack if the men 
behind him were playing fine golf. 

Birdies Prove Life Savers, 

Then Bobby came back, he had 
a three at the fourteenth, a good 
four which was nearly a three at 
the fifteenth and a three at the 
sixteenth. These - threes were 
birdies and they certainly, at a 
time when his campaign seemed 
to be tottering, held back the 
enemies, 

At the seventeenth he took a 
five. This is a par three hole, but 
once mere he pulled himself up 
with a grand three at the eight- 
eenth, which was cheered by the 
enormous crowds which stood on 
the hillside in such numbers they 
resembled the mob at the Epsom 
Downs on Derby day in England. 
His second was just at the edge 
of the green. I happened to .be 
standing in a bunker going to the 
tenth hole about to play my second 
shot when I heard a tremendous 
roar from the crowd back on the 
hill. 

I looked back and saw Bobby 
walking up to pick his ball out of 
the cup. I knew he had done a 
three, leaving me with the task of 
coming home in 33 to tie him. 
Coming home in three—three at 
Interlachen in the last nine of the 
American open was too much for 
me. I finally finished with 292 in 
third position and it was my third 
start in this championship. 

It was a great championship. 
As I finished my round I saw seven 
waiters from the clubhouse ar- 
ranging tables and seats on the 
practice putting green and I knew 
that when the last man had fin- 
ished they would bring out the cup 
that cheers the golfers and pre- 
sent it to Bobby Jones—the great- 
est of the lot. 

What a celebration they will put 
on in Atlanta now when Bobby 
comes marching home with the 
British open and amateur and the 
American open. I had a hunch he 
might do it when I saw him play 
in Augusta, Ga., in a 72-hole tour- 
nament there before we all went to 
Europe and beat everybody by 13 


strokes with as fine golf as he ever 
played.

Mac Sinith, who has had the ill 
luck always to fall just a little 
short of capturing one of the main 
prizes of golf, was the only man in 
the field who refused to be alto- 
gether shaken off by Jones’ great 
third round. With a fiery start, 
he cut his deficit from seven to 
only three strokes on the first 
three holes of the final rounds. In- 
stead of chasing a will o’the wisp, 
Mac was actually in the fight again 
as he started 4-4-2 after Jones had 
staggered off at 4-5-5, three-put- 
ting the 370-yard second and do- 
ing the same thing on the 180-yard 
third, where Bobby's tee shot fell 
into a bunker and his recovery 
barely reached the green. 

On the very next hole, the fifth, 
Jones got back a stroke when he 
chipped dead from the edge of the 
green for a birdie four. Steady- 


ing, he played old man par on even‘ 


terms through the ninth, where he 
overshot the green to the practice 
putting surface but chipped back 
to get his five. Smith bagged a 
birdie four at this hole and round- 
ed the turh in 84 to Jonen’ 38. 
Mac Smith Comes Close. 
Still three strokes apart, Smith 
reached the high mark of his chal- 
lenge when he pulled up to within 
a stroke of the champion at the 
13th. A birdie four on the 630- 
yard 123th gave Mae one stroke 
and he got another on the 104- 


yard 13th, where Jones again 
Skidded into a bad 6, Here 
Bobby’s tee shot veered to the 
rough, and he failed to get up the 
bank to the green on his first try, 
finally putting his third on and 
missing a six-foot putt. 

Once again, Jones banged the 
door. He came back to the tough 
444 yard 14th to fire his second 15 
feet from the pin and hole the 
putt for a birdie 3. Mac followed 
along with a par 4 and was two 
strokes behind. 

After par four at the fifteenth, 
Bobby once again answered the 
knock of old man opportunity with 
a birdie that, as it turned out, 
meant the final margin of safety. 
This was at the dog-leg sixteenth. 
He belted a 300-yard drive into 
the short rough. Not over 10 yards 
from the 315-yard green. Then 
chipped dead for the threm® Smith 
just missed duplicating this and 
had to take a four, 

It was now three strokes in 
Jones’ favor, with two holes to go, 
but the seventeenth nearly cost 
him the chimpionship. He pushed 
his tee shot to the edge of a pond, 
far to the right of the green: in 
dense grass and with a clump of 
trees between the spot and the ele- 
vated green. It was never actually 
discovered whether the ball sank in 
the water or soft mud at its edge, 
for the combined efforts of the 
crowd and officials failed to locate 


it. Under the tournament ruling,. 


this pond was a “parallel water 
hazard" and the: penalty only one 
stroke, from back on the fairway. 
Jones played another ball and his 
third official shot to the green, 
30 feet short of the pin. He need- 
ed two putss to get down. 


Wonderful Finish. 


Smith, coming along to get a 
par three at this dangerous 262- 
yard hole, was again within a stroke 
of Jones. Nearly all the specta- 
tors on the course, it seemed, 
stormed about the fairway or were 
massed 10 deep around the ele- 
vated sloping green. As Jones hit 
his tee shot straight down the mid- 
die, then fired an iron straight 
home to the front edge of the put- 
ting surface, The putt he faced 
was uphill, over a big mound, but 
it never wavered from the 40-foot 
Une to the cup, clinking in the pote 
to climax one of 
ishes 


which all might gaze. All gallant 
old Mac Smith needed to tie was 
an eagle two on this 402-yard lay- 
out. His par four was just a ges- 
ture but it clinched second place 
for him and first prize money, for 
the professional clan, of $1000. 

Harry Cooper and Horton Smith, 
who had the slimmest of outside 
chances when they started the 
final round, each gained a little 
on Jones up to the turn. Cooper 
picked up one stroke and Smith 
two to put them four strokes back 
of Bobby at the ninth. They were 
unable to sustain the pace, how- 
ever, over the last nine and lost 
more ground, instead of making it 
any closer. . 

For the rest of the big field, it 
was just a continued story of gad, 
sad misfortune and a hopeless 
chase after a superman who can 
occasionally show he is human, 
after all, but whose machine-like 
golf rarely leaves a loop hole for 
long. 

Iacey Blows Up. 

There was the’ case of Charles 
Lacey of Philadelphia, who shocked 
all and sundry, possibly himself, 
by shooting a 70 late last evening 
to tie Jones at 144 for 86 holes. 
Lacey blew up the first thing this 
morning by going out in 42, Sieées | 
thing that could not be retrieved 
even by a fine 35 coming back. 
He had two 77’s today. 

Johnny Farrell, after gamely 
fighting off the ghost of an eight 
on the very first hole of the tour- 
nament, was well up with 219 after 
three rounds, but skidded to a clos- 
ing 80 for his total of 299. Hagen, 
of whom much was expected, also 
blew himself to a closing 80, and 
so it went all along the line. 

Tommy Armour’s 297 placed him 
sixth, Lacey’s 298 seventh and Far- 
rell'’s 299 eighth. Craig Wood of 
New York was ninth with an even 
300, tied with Bill Mehthorn. The 
ties for eleventh at 301, included 
Geroge M. Smith of Chicago, Peter 
O’Hara of Pittsburg, Leo Diegel, 
the P. G. A. champion, Al Heron 
of Reading, Pa. and two ama- 
teurs—George Von Elm of Los An- 
geles and Johnny Goodman of 
Omaha, Neb., who again made his 
presence felt and, in his second 
open, cut 17 strokes off his score 
for 1929.

NEWPORT, R. L, July 12.—The 
gods of the winds toyed today with 
the four contenders for the honor 
of defending the America’s cup and 
in what simmered down to a pair 
of drifting matches Enterprise out- 
drifted all the others. 

She was the only contender able 
to finish within the five and a l.alf 
hour time limit, finishing not only 
ahead of her own matched oppo- 
nent, Whirlwind, but Weetamoe 
and Yankee as well. The last 
two named formed the first di- 
vision and they went over the 
starting line 15 minutes ahead of 
Enterprise and Whirlwind, but 
were unable to finish within the 
time limit, so their contest was 
declared no race. 

Whirlwind came home a half 
hour after expiration of the time 
limit, but because Enterprise got 
in on time Whirlwind was per- 
mitted to finish. Enterprise fin- 
ished only two and one-half min- 
utes before the time _ expired. 
Weetamoe and Yankee led Whirl- 
wind home but they were too late 
to be recorded. 


An Early Breeze. 


During a brief period the four 
boats bowled along with rails 
awash, sped by a brisk westerly 
breeze, but throughout the greater 
part of the listless contests they 
drifted almost idly as winds and 
currents willed. 

The 30-mile triangular course 
was intended to furnish a beat, a 
run and a reach, each leg of 10 
miles, but owing to the vagaries 
of the breeze, @ reach, a run and 
another reach were actually sailed.

United States annually are con- 
fronted with the necessity of add- 
ing an extra room to their living 
quarters or moving into a larger 
house or apartment, according to 
H. J. Long of the Ball Lumber Co. 
They face, on the one hand, the 
discomfort and expense of select- 
ing a new home and moving their 
belongings, and on the other the 


considerable expense of building 
additional room. 
For those who are fortunate 


enough to have an enclosed . back 
porch—no matter how flimsy the 
construction—the problem is easi- 
ly and economically solved. . This 
also applies to those wishing to add 
an extra room for pleasure or Oc- 
casional emergency. 

The ordinary enclosed back 
porch is good enough in- summer 
but in winter it is too cold for com- 
fortable use. In remaking the 
porch into a pleasant, livable room 
that can be kept warm even in the 
coldest weather, two things must 
be done. The windows must be 
made air-tight and the walls, floor 
and ceiling must be thoroughly in- 
sulated. 

The windows can be made. se- 
cure against winter blasts by the 
application of a standard form of 
weather stripping. The problem 
of insulation is also simple when 
properly attacked. Insulation ma~ 


single stroke, lock out the cold of 
winter and provide an attractive in- 
terior finish. 


‘The insulation material should 
be fitted tightly around the win- 
dow frames and in the corners of 
the porch to lock out the cold 
which so easily penetrates the thin 
board siding of the average porch. 

The ceiling should be treated in 
the same manner, 


Especial care should be taken 
to Insulate the floor through which 
the cold will otherwise penetrate. 
The best method of handling this 
part of the work is to place a layer 
of insulation over the floor boards 
and cover it with either carpet or 
linoleum. 

With walls, ceiling and floor in- 
sulated and the windows properly 
weather-stripped a winter-proof 
room has been added to the dwell- 
ing. It can be used as a spare 
bedroom, living or reading room 
Or as a winter playroom for the 
children. | 
Many persons go into the re- 
modeling operation on a grander 
scale. If they wish to apply a 
plaster finish to the back porch 
room, insulation board is obtain- 
able over which the plaster is di- 
rectly applied. This provides a 
plaster base and effective insula- 


tion at the same time,

U.-S. Census Lists These Wives 
and Mothers as Without 
Occupation. 


The housewives of the country 
should, in the opinion of F. C. 
Bretsnyder, president of the Por- 
ter Oil Refining Co., be relieved of 
more of the chores of the house- 
hold through the use of additional 
mechanical household equipment, 
aids and appliances, so that they 
could devote a greater percentage 
of their time to the management of 
their homes and the care of their 
husbands and children. 

Bretsnyder said that while about 
80 per cent cf the family buying 
was in the hands of the wives and 
mothers of the nation, still they 
did not make work easier for 
themselves by purchasing a suffi- 
cient number of the various me- 
chanical household appliances to 
simplify their daily tasks.

The modern homemaker, he 
pointed out, is serious in caring for 
her family and her home. She is 
serious about equipping hersélf for 
her tasks. She strives for skill in 
every household art. She studies 
efficiency methcds, budget making 
and seeks the technical knowledge 
of home economics which will en- 
able her to put her home manage- 
ment on the same efficient basis 
that her husband has his business. 

The salesmen of the country are 
waking up to the fact that the 
homemakers of the United States 
buy some 80 per cent of the family 
necessities and the coming few 
years should see the American 
housewives better supplied with 
mechanical household appliances 
which will simplify their hcuse- 
keeping tasks and give them more 
opportunity and leisure to devote 
to the care of their families,

The 50,000-watt transmitter that 
is being completed for KMOX on 
Baumgartner road, near the Le- 
may Ferry road, in St. Louis Coun- 
ty, should be ready to broadcast 
test programs by July 21 and is 
expected to go.on the air formally 
July 28, according to Nelsen R. 
Darragh, president of the Voice of 
St. Louis, Ing, which operates the 


station. The transmitter, whose 
cost will be a bit over $300,000, 


is virtually completed. Mechan- 


ical tests are to begin tomorrow. 

The new transmitter is of the 
same power as those of WENR, 
Chicago; WTAM, Cleveland; 
WEAF, New York: WGY, Schenec- 
tady; WTIC, Hartford, Conn., and 
WFAA, Dallas, Tex. It embodies 
the newest developments in trans- 
mitting appartus, and should be 
heard regularly in all parts of this 
country and Canada. 

Elaborate plans are under way 
to imprcve the programs from 
KMOX, according to Darragh. Art- 
ists and entertainers will be added 
to the station staff, all the stronger 
Columbia chein features will be 
broadcast, and radio notables will 
be brought to St. Louis for special 
In this con- 
nection, it will be recalled that 
recently the Columbia System 
bought a substantial interest in 
KMOX, which it plans to make one 


‘of its major stations. 


The new plant consists of a two- 
story brick building housing most 
of the transmitting apparatus, a 
series of large transformers to 
handle the-heavy current from the 
Cahokia plant of the Union Elec- 
tric Co: and an emergency circult 
from the Page avenue electric sta- 
tion; a small brick building for 


'the antenna coupling mechanism, 
‘and two 300-foot steel towers that 


stand 600 feet apart. 

The transmitter is eight miles 
ffom the River des Peres, at the 
city limits. Is is so located that a 
low hill rises between it and the 
city in such a position that tests 
show it should attenuate the broad- 
cast signals. to about half of their 
orginal strength at a point in St. 
Louis 16 miles distant. This and 
sharp tuning of the transmitter are 
counted to prevent “blanketing” of 


‘other stations for city listeners by 


KMOX when it uses 50,000 .watts. 
William H. West, chief engineer of 
the stations, say that owners of 
modern receivers will have no 
more trouble with KMOX than 
for all that it will be using 
10 times as much power as the 
present transmitter. 

There are five telephone cirouits 
into the building housing the trans- 
thission mechanism, two of them 
coming from the studio and car- 
ryinge broadcasts, either from the 
chain or the local studios. For 
half a mile before entering’ this 
building, the cables .are covered 
with lead, and for the last quarter 
of a mile are buried, to prevent 
“nick up” from the transmitter. 

The wires from the studios lead 
into a two-stage, transformer cou- 
pled audio amplifier, covering the 
range from 40 to 8000 cycles, which 
feeds into a balancing pad which 
reduces the strength of the audio 
current about half. This amplifier 
is an on panel, which carries the 
monitoring and modulating appa- 
ratus so that all can be controlled 
by a single operator. There is also

From the balancing pad, the sig- 
nals go through aéie§ transformer 
stage with a 50-watt tube and then 
an impedance coupled stage with a 
250-watt tube. A circuit, consist- 
ing of a 60-watt oscillator tube, 
crystal controlled for steadiness on 
its frequency, and two R. F. stages 
with 50-watt R. F. tubes, is used to 
create and amplify the _ station’s 
carrier wave. On this carrier wave 
is impressed the output of the 250- 
watt audio stage. 

The next step in the transmitter 
is a push pull R, F. stage using the 
250-watt tubes, which feeds into 
another push pull stage with 2560- 
watt tubes. This feeds to a push 
pull stage using two 535,000-watt 
tubes operated at 15,000 watts. 
Next comes a tuning stage, then a | 
final R. F. amplifying stage with | 
six 35,000-watt tubes in push pull— 
three in parallel on a side. 
gives a 50,000-watt output with a 
peak capacity of 200,000 watts. 

The 50-watt tubes take as high 


250-watt *ubes require 1600 volts 
on the plate. The 35,000- -watt | 
tubes require 17,000 volts on the | 
plate and 20 Volts at 61 amperes | 
on the filament.

current up to 20,000 volts, while 
another rectifier builds tip the 1600 
volts for the 250-watt tubes. The 
35,000-watt tubes use grid bias of 
400 volts, which is supplied by 
generators. 

The output of the final push puil 
R. F. amplifying stages g0es 
through a tuner and into a dummy 
antenna for warming up the trans- 
mitter and testing, or to the pe as 
mitting antenna. 


A lead of heavy copper wire car- 
ries the output from the final 
tuner to a small brick house built 
just off center between the 300- 
foot towers which support the an- 
tenna. Inthe building is the an- 
tenna coupler, from which a lead 
of three-eighths ‘inch’ copper wire 
rises 200 feet to the center of a 
40-foot cage type antenna made of 
six strands of 7-16 inch phosphor 
bronze braided wire. Thus the an- 
tenna is of the “T” type, with 20 
feet on each side of the lead. 

It is from -this antenna, hang- 
ing 300 feet in.alr between the 
great towers and the lcad, that the 
radio frequency impulses are sent 
into the air to be picked up by the 
receivers of listeners. Incidental- 
ly, a listeners’ receiver amplifies 
the radio frequency impulses 
broadcast by the ‘transmitter, then 
detects and rectifies them, into au- 
dio impulses, amplifies these in. the 
audio stages and finally sends them 
on to the speaker to be made au- 
dible.

DETROIT, Mich., July 12.—The 
automobile industry is ‘ rounding 
the six months turn and entering 
the home stretch, with the consen- 
sus of automobile dealers and man- 
ufacturers that the second half 
will witness a_ better condition, 
both as regards production ‘and 
sales. : 

July will be the ‘leanest month 
in the production of new cars that 
the industry has had this year, the 
majority of the factory heads be- 
lieve. A few makes will make a 
g00d showinz. Many vacation 
shut-downs will occur and this con- 
dition will also apply to the parts 
and accessories fields. By the end 
of the’ month, however. it’ is ex: 
pected, all the plants will be in 
production, some on a part-time, 
others on a full-time basis, Work- 
ing days and hours will gradually 
be increased and by fall it is con- 
fidently expected that activities 
will be greater:than at any time 
since December. 

Due to publicity regarding in- 
troduction of new models, new car 
sales have not been up to expecta- 
tions in the past two weeks. It 
has always been the opinion of 
some retail merchants that an- 
nouncement of new models at this 
time of the year reduces the 
chance of selling current models. 
Others say that without the new 
cars in mid-summer, there would 
be practically no retail business. 

“Free Wheeling” Is Watched. | 

The Studebaker announcement of 
“free wheeling”. has focused the at- 
tention of the industry on the: 
transmission patents involved. 

Within a week or 10 days an- 
other of the nation’s largest and 
oldest motor car makers, a Michli- 
gan concern, will announce a hew 
line of eights which will be radi- 
eally different from its previous 
models.

Since the new 
program will entail a vast expan- 
sion of the present road building 
work, it is apparent that the pub- 
lic funds to-be expended upon 
moderh roads within the next de¢- 
ade will reach colossal. propof- 
tions and perhaps approximate 
or exceed our national war. debt. 
Not even the entire wealth of the 
Rockefellers or Fords ‘could pav 
for the country’s road bills in a 
single year. 


Question of Procedure, 

The question arises, how will 
these vast.sums Db expended? What 
durability in roads can the coun- 
try expect in return for the bij- 
lions to be invested? Failure to 
obtain the best experience, skill, 
workmanship and materials avail- 
able for the amount of money to 
be expended in each stretch of new 
road, will mean losses of hundreds 
of million ef dollars in the aggre- 
gate in poorly made roads that 
will require early and costly re- 
pairs, in traffic delays causgl by 
failures to complete roads on time, 
in lawsuits and other costly conse- 
quences, 

Expericnee has shown that the 
expenditure of hundreds ©f mifl- 
lions of dollars on public roads 
attracts a horde of ifresponsible 
bidders who are not qualified to 
satisfactorily perform the hig 
complex art of constructing a mo 
ern highway that will resist the 
torque thrust and impact of modern 
traffic.

bond. It was, generally speaking, 
simple matter to get a bond as 
the local agents of the bonding 
companies were glad to earn a 
commission. The system persisted, 
just as many .*obsolete practices 
persist, although scientific meth- 
ods of road construction based on 
laboratory tests and practical work 
in the field were elevating road 
construction work into a sphere 
with which many a contractor was 
totally unfamiliar. Road building 
began to assume enormous  pro- 
portions entailing heavy expendi- 
tures, 
huge bridges fell to the contrac- 
tors’ lot. Bonding companies be- 
gan to be sued for the completion 
of unfinished contracts. Many were 
the cases in which they purchased 
road equipment and went into 
road building themselves. Cities 
were forced to prosecut suits or 
else make costly compromises. 
This system and the idea behind 
it are still widely prevalent and 
obtain in thousands of communi- 
ties, towns and cities throughout 
the United States. It Mas resulted 
in hundreds of lawsuits and unfin- 
ished or badly built roads, and ac- 
cording to advices from many ex- 
perts it is still an increasing source 
of trouble and the greatest draw- 
back in the construction of the 
best roads for the money expended. 
So far as Federal aid road proj- 
ects are concerned, the U. S. Bu- 
reau of Public Roads, which is a 
division of the Department of Ag- 
riculture, thinks a way out has 
been found by requiring prospec- 
tive bidders to fill out prequalifi- 
cation blanks in which their re- 
sources, equipment, ability and ex- 
perience and previous work are set 
forth. In this case the bidder must 
submit his qualifications before his 
bid will even be considered. An 
official of the bureau told me they 
positively will not consider a bid 
unless the biank is filled out.

OU see, there are no ladies and gen- 

tlemen.”’ 

This explanation was given me the 
other day when I asked a:former Russian 
colleague of mine in American relief work 
whether the Russian people were happier un- 
der the communist regime than under the 
czar. 

We were walking along a crowéel street, 
jostled by boisterous young people, and I had 
been impressed by the laughter of the pass- 


ers-by. 


“These are workers,” my companion con- 
tinued. “‘Why shouldn’t they be happy? They 
get better pay and more privileges than the 
rest of us. They work only six or seven hours 
a day and they get every fifth day off. And 
they have nothing better to do than walk the 
streets or enjoy themselves in whatever ways 
they can find.” 

Unbiased foreign residents who know both 
the old and the new Russia declare that the 
mass of the Russian people are better off 
than before the revolution. If the communist 
experiment succeeds, there can be no doubt 
that so far as creature comforts are concerned 
their 
standard of living raised. The question thtn 
will be whether the loss of individual liberty 
will outweigh material advantages, and the 
answer will be dictated by whether one has 
been reared in an individualistic or socialis- 
tic atmosphere. 

In their education program the communists 
are backing the belief that compliance to so- 
cialistic regimentation can be inculcated by 
proper training until it is as natural as the 
present urge for individual attainment. Ap- 
proximately 1,500,000 communists have vol- 
untarily submitted to such regimentation, and 
their leaders insist that all of the Russian 
people and finally the peoples of all the world 
can be made to follow their example. The 


Truth to tell, too much praise cannot be political revolution over, the communists now 


have their opportunity to put their theory in- 
to practice. 

As far as immediate consequences go, the 
political revolution in Russia was insignifi- 
cant compared with the economic upheaval, 
Politically, the Russian people merely 
changed dictators; economically, they are en- 
joying freedom and advantages not even 
dreamed of before the revolution.

Poor Completely in the Saddle. 

The economic change differentiates the 
Russian from other revolutions. The com- 
munists, making the most of the Kerensky 
and Kornilov failures, excluded representa- 
tives of the middle class, a relatively. small 
group in Russia, and made welfare of the 
workers, the proletariat, their goal. In other 
revolutions, especially in the American and 
the German, the representatives of the midd! 
class directed the course. In Russia, the 
communists swung the pendulum from cZar- 
ist tyranny to soviet despotism, and the mid- 
dle class there was doomed as part of the 
bourgeoisie. 

Dictatorship of the proletariat is not a mere 
campaign slogan like “A Full Dinner Pail,” 
and “A Chicken for Every Pot.” The social- 
ist goal is a classless state, and although there 
are fragments of bourgeois or-middle class life 
remaining in Russia, they exist by sufferance 
and the Soviet leaders have given notice that. 
they will eliminate them as soon as they can 
get eround to it.

Why No One Can Save. 

“On a salary of 80 roubles a month, how 
much can a worker save for- his‘ old age?” 
I asked. 

“Why should he bother to save?” countered 
the manager. ‘‘During illness a worker: gets 
full’ pay and free medical treatment. Full 
pay goes_on during vacation and the worker 
pays no railroad fare to the rest places. Ifa 
child is born the worker gets a single bonus 
of 60 per cent of the monthly wages, and a 


monthly increase in salary of 25 per cent for 


maintenance of therchild. In. case of death 
in the family the worker receives a bonus of 
a month’s pay for burial expenses. In cases 
of ‘unemployment, the State pays a dole for 
six months to unskilled laborers‘and for nine 
months to skilled workers.” 

Such is the communist ideal... How far it 
has been extended in other factories and in- 
dustries would‘be difficult to ascertain. But

In fact, if a person could save money in 
Soviet Russia, he would be at a loss to know 
what to do with it.. The only safe purchase 
would be Government securities, and if the 
sum was large, the owner would be suspected 
of having come by it through dishonesty. If 
land is leased, the leasor would have to hire 
laborers. That would make him a “kulak” 
or “rich” peasant and he would be deprived 
of political rights. If he started a business, 
he would become a trader, thus losing his po- 
litical rights and civil protection. .And there 
are no private securities in which he could 
put his money. He. would be out of  luck— 
just how the communists want him to be. 

The bakery represented one. step toward the

During the period of “war communism,” 
from 1917 to 1921, when the Leninjs New 
Economie Poli was ‘promulgated, the Soviet 
Government ook to nationalize and con- 
trol all industries. The entire output of fac- 
tories, after deducting the products required 
for the workers themselves, was handed over 
to the State-.which furnished the industries 
with raw material; fuel and foodstuff as well 
as with paper money for a part of the work- 
ers’ wages. Necessary articles and commod- 
ities were distributed by ration cards, some- 
times without money payments. Accounts be- 
tween factories and administrative offices were 
settled without cash payments and discount- 
éd through the People’s Bank, a bookkeeping 
and accounting agency of the Supreme Coun- 
cil of Public Economy. Buying and selling of 
commodities were officially “forbidden, but 
there was considerable “bootlegging.” 

The communist justified this experiment 
on the grounds that while it was extremely 
bad for production, it was necessary for pro- 
tecting the revolutionary government against 
its foreign and domestic enemies. 

In 1921, Lenin made his “strategie re- 
treat’’ by his New Economie Policy permit-- 
ting a measure of private industry and trad- 
ing. The government, however, retained 
control of the larger industries, organizing 
them into “State Trusts,” quasi-legal holders 
of property, based on the commercial sys- 
tem of profit. Such “trusts” are semi-offl- 
cial entities which have a large use of their 
own means and enjoy a certain measure of 
freedom in disposal of their resources. Prop- 
erty rights and rights of general control are 
retained by the State, which is nevertheless 
not responsible for the debts and other ob- 
ligations of the “trusts.” Trading activities 
of the “trusts” are regulated by State syn- 
dicates acting af chief intermediaries between 
the “trusts” and the markets. Most of the 
marketing is done through State co-opera-' 
tives or government stores. 


Handicaps for Small Merchants. 

The small merchants have had a difficult 
time during the past few years under Stalin. 
When I was in Russia in 1922 and 1923, 
there were quite a number of small shops 
in the towns I visited. Now only a few are 
seen. Their places have been taken by larger 
government stores and co-operatives, which 
give lower prices to workers. 

The lot ofthe small merchant in Russia 
is not a happy one. This’ is in accordance 
with the Stalin regime which looks upon a 
merehant, no matter how insignificant, as a 
representative. ofthe bourgeoisie. In the 
first place, he cannot obtain credit for the 
purchase of wares. Although the Govern-

‘Idea That Domestic Market Is Most| 
Important Conflicts’ with World|

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RESIDENT HOOVER signed the new 

American tariff law the evening of June 

16, and it, therefore, went into effect 
June 17. It must have been an unusual spec- 
tacle to see nearly 20 steamers racing full 
speed for New York harbor in order, if pos- 
sible, to reach the Customs territory with 
their wares before the going into effect of 
the new law. 

According to newspaper reports, the En- 
glish steamer, Olympic, among others, whose 
freight represented a value of more than $1,- 
000,000, succeeded in reaching its destina- 
tion in time, so that importers. were able to 
pay duties on their goods at the old rates 
and thus save more than $200,000. 

It can be seen from this that no small 
sums come into consideration here. 

The seventeenth of June will, in all proba- 
bility, play a special role in the economic his- 
tory of the world, but I almost, fear that it 
will not be reckoned among the fortunate 
days. I fear that the results from this day, 
which in truth appears to mark the beginning 
of a new era, will be accompanied by ex- 
traordinarily grave economic consequences, 
especially for European countries. A great 
number of these states, among them France, 
Switzerland, Belgium and Germany; had al- 
ready raised a warning voice during the diffi- 
cult 18 months of debates in the American 
Congress, and some have even made repeated 
presentations concerning the great menace to 
their economic life contained in the new tariff 
rates. The measure was repeatedly sent back 
and forth between the Senate and the House of 
Representatives and grave objections in prin- 
ciple were raised against it, Even on the 
final vote, a considerable minority opposed 
its adoption, It will not be going too far to 
say that the law, in its final-form, contains 
still higher rates than those provided in the 
first draft.

ECENTLY the writer had the pleas- 
ure of viewing in the St. Louis Art 

Museum the collection of antique Orien- 

tal rugs donated by James F. Ballard. It 

Was an added privilege to be .accompa- 

nied by Mrs. David V. White, the daugh- 

ter of the generous donor, who is herself 
interested in and shares her father’s 
love and affection for Oriental rugs. 

I¢ Ruskin was right that taste is a 
moral quality, then such efforts to culti- 
vate taste, to increase the capacity to 
sense the subtle charm of beautiful 
things, is a worthy undertaking. 

Mr. Ballard has caught a glimpse of 
the great masters that breathed these 
wonderful rugs into being. He was able 
quite early in“life to relate properly their 
characteristics, listen to their message 
and recognize in them an expression of 
that love for color and form inherent in 
all of us. 

Unfortunately few realize the thrill 
that comes from the possession of @& 
good rug. Few respond to the enduring 
realities of human feeling and sentiment 
it radiates. Mr. Ballard has done more 
than anyone “else to help increase the 
number of those who do. 

The masterpieces in his collection come 
from seven rug-weaving centers of Asia. 
They are notable examples of the art 
that flourished from the fifteenth to 
the eighteenth century. During this pe- 
riod Persia produced the famous Ispa- 
han: Caucasus, the well known Kouba; 
India, the Indo-Ispahan; Turkey, the 
widely admired prayer rug trio; the 
Geurdiz, the Koula, the Ladik. The Bal- 
lard collection is especially rich in the 
latter types and contains some of the 
best specimens I have seen. 

The first rug to greet one as he enters 
the museum is the sixteenth century Indo- 
Ispahan flower rug, with the friendly 
warm rose field. The ground of the 
rug is covered with a masterful arrange- 
ment of flowers and floral motifs. The 
border carries out, with classic simplicity, 
the same idea in design. This is one of 
the rarest rugs now in the country. 

It would be difficult to assign the sec- 
ond place of importance where the claim- 
ants are sO many. There is the other 
Ispahan, for instance, a hearth rug, 
hanging gracefully in one of the inner 
rooms. It has the Shah-Abbas pattern 
of the period. There is also the lovely 
Polonaise with its velvety, elusive charm. 
There are the gorgeous Onshaks of ex- 
quisite workmanship, & perfect embodi- 
ment of all that the old master-weavers 
yearned to achieve. 

The people of St. Louis, I hope, will 
take full advantage of the feast spread 
before them by the generosity of Mr.

“The present prospect,” announces 
the Department of Agriculture, “is that world wheat 
prices during the next seven years will average a> 
preciably lower than in the past seven years.” 
Perhaps the farmers think they have already ex- 
perienced depression. . Let them cheer up. It seems 
the worst is yet to come. They must organise and 


says the department, “if wheat production is to be 
profitable to growers generally in the next six to 
10 years.” Farmers must cut costs. They must re- 
duce output. It is their only salvation. 

This advice must sound strangely unorthodox to 
those who have been listening to the protectionist 
gospel. during the past 10 years. The farmer, we 
are told, was to be saved by the tariff. A duty 
of 30 cents a bushel was placed on wheat. The 
price dropped. The duty was boosted to 42 cents. 
|The price dropped again. Today, under a 42-cent 
tariff, wheat is selling at the lowest price in 16 
years, commanding less than 70 cents a bushel at 
many Western points. The tariff incantation didn’t 
work. 

The Farm Board undertook to rescue the farmer. 
It announced that the price of wheat was too low. 

it purchased wheat in quantity at $1.18 to $1.25 
per bushel in an effort to raise the price. It still 
holds some 50,000,000 bushels of last year’s crop, 
tying up over $50,000,000 of public money. When it 
selis, the taxpayer will have to stand the loss. This 
magic also failed. | 

The board now says that agriculture co-operatives | 
will have to depend on private credit to finance the 
holding of this year’s crop. Its former policy has 
been abandoned. It confesses to the error of its 
ways. Now we learn that the policy of three Re 
publican administrations was futile; that economic 
fundamentals cannot be exorcised by political magic, 
after all. . 

Farm relief in this latest phase is certainly more 

honest, more candid than it was before. The wheat 
producer, in truth, is up against it. The demand for 
ais produce is declining. Population has been in- 
creasing at a slower rate in recent years. Per cap 
ita wheat consumption has fallen off as green vege 
tables have assumed a greater importance in our di- 
etary. Economic depression abroad has cut wheat 
consumption there. At the same time, production 
has increased. Canada, Australia and the Argentine 
increased their wheat areas by 10.000,000 acres be- 
tween 1924 and 1929. The winter wheat states of 
the Southwest brought 4,000,000 new acres into pro- 
duction during the same periods. Machine methods 
on huge farms of the Western plains, using expensive 
equipment, cheap land and little labor, have yielded 
large outputs at low unit costs which threaten to 
put the old-time, small-scale producer out of business. 
Farmers will have to improve their soils, their meth- 
ods of production and their methods of management. 
They will have to co-operate to adjust production to 
demand. As efficiency advances, fewer farmers will 
produce an increasing output at a déclining unit cost. 
Those who cannot survive severe competition will be 
forced off the farms. Thfee million people moved 
from farm to city between 1920 and 1930. As prices 
fall, others will follow. The inefficient producer will 
inevitably be eliminated in the struggle for existence. 
The only thing which could save him would be an out- 
right subsidy. But this Congress has refused to give 
him. 
The present administration policy is apparently di- 
rected toward reducing wheat production to domes- 
tic requirements so that the farmer will get the ben- 
efit of the 42-cent tariff. The burden of such a pol- 
icy would be borne, of course, as are all tariff bur 
dens, by the consumer. But it would not work. 
Tariff-boosted prices, in the absence of efféctive mo- 
nopoly control, would again stimulate production, cre- 
ate an exportable surplus and render the protective 
duty ineffective. The one sound thing which the 
Government could do to help the farmer it will not 
consider. By lowéring tariffs it could increase his 
ability to sell his surplus abroad and provide him 
with manufactured products at lower prices. But 
instead of lowering tariffs the present administration 
has raiséd them. Secretary Hyde and Chairman 
Legge have been surprisingly frank in telling the 
farmer what Grundyism is going to do to him. It is 
a pity they could not have spoken sooner. 
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A NEW FEDERAL BIRD REFUGE. 

President Hoover, in signing the Hope-Alien bill, 
sanctioned expenditure of $250,000 to buy Cheyenne 
Lake, the largest body of water in Kansas, as a Fed- 
eral refuge for migratory birds. As the only pre 
serve of this kind in the Middle West, Cheyenne Lake 
will play an important part in: bird conservation by 
affording a safe stopping place for wild fowl in their 
seasonal migrations. 

The 20,000-acre lake is in the Cheyenne Bottoms, 
a vast lowland in Barton County. The lake was 
formed by floods in 1927, and has been kept at uni- 
form level by rains. Danger of its drying up is elim- 
inated by its nearness to the Arkansas River, to 
which it is connected by a ditch dug 30 years ago. 
The region hag been known as a haunt of wild fowl 
ever since the country was settled. 

The project combines flood control with its chief 
purpose as a bird refuge. Federal engineers pian to 
drain into the lake flood waters from Walnut Creek, 
which occasionally deluges the rich farm lands near- 
by. Congress was wise to act promptly in passing 
the measure, since plans for draining the lake were 
gaining ground. It is a Federal project of unusual 
merit, and should be fruitful of good results.

The largest underground tele- 
phone system ever planned for a 
St. Louis subdivision has been de- 
signed for Lake Forest, new resi- 
dence district at Clayton and Hen- 
ley roads. It will cest $18,000 and 


entail the laying of about two 
miles of buried telephone cable, ac- 
cording to Shaw & Francis, agents 
for the property. There will be no 
telephone poles or overhead wires 
in the subdivision.- Plans drawn 
for the land by. engineers of the 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
have eliminated these items entire- 
ly. Even the wires leading into the 
houses will be beneath the surface. 
This plan will be followed in in- 
stalling electric light and power 
wires and street lighting cables. 

The main cables of the new tele- 
phone system will each contain 200 
pairs of wire. The longest of these 
will skirt the property line on the 
southern, western and northern 
edges of the land.

Home builders must start profit- 
taking now or risk losing the bene- 


. fits of low-cost materials, labor 


and equipmient, according to Home 

Owners’ Institute of America. 
“Factors which make the pres- 

ent the most economical time to 


build are due to a passing condi- 
tion of business depression, largely 
psychological, and while no rad- 
ical rebound to high devels is an- 
ticipated a gradual return to nor- 
mal prices is not only certain but 
it has definitely set in,” the insti- 
tute has announced. May and 
June may have marked low levels 
in costs, as building materials grn- 
erally in May were below the levels 
of 1922, the lowest since the war. 
June unemployment in the buiid- 
ing trades remained at the May fiz- 
ure of 37 per cent as compared 
with 19 per cent in June ‘last year. 
June contract awards, however, as 
reported to F. W. Dodge Corpora- 
tion, showed a gain of 8% per 
cent over May. As normally June 
figures should be below May, this 
may indicate a continued pick-up 
beyond the usual seasonal] trend. 

“Residential construction while 
not showing an increase over May 
in volume showed an improved 
trend as compared with June last 
year. A decided increase in normal 
demand for residential construction 
is indicated for the near future by 
reports from all sections of the 
country that the oversupply .of 
small homes is being absorbed. In 
Minnesota, Iowa, North Dakota and 
Nebraska, for instance, a housing 
shortage of 35 per cent is reported 
to . National Association of Real 
Estate Boards, while cities in the 
heavy building area of New York, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania re- 
port more housing shortage than 
oversupply. 

Waiting Is Dangerous. 

“In financing, a gradual tendency 
on the part of sources of small 
mortgages to seek desirable loans 
and put idie men and idle money 
to work also is reported. All point 
to an advance in costs of men and 
commodities for home building. 
The man with money to get started 
now who waits for still lower prices 
is likely to be in the same position 
‘as the man who waited too long to 
take his paper profits in the stock 
market. Several commodities which 
enter into residential costs while 
showing a marked decline under 
last year stiffened during May, and 
all showed less than an average de- 
cline for the month, according to 
United States Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics. With 1926 taken from an 
index figure of 100, the bureau 
shows that prices for all building 
materials in May stood at 92.9, as 


opposed to 94.7 for April and 96.8 


for May of last year. 

What is true of basic building 
material is also true of equipments 
and accessories. Manufacturers 
anxious to keep plants going and 
men employed are marketing their 
products at reduced prices. Harvey, 
L; Harris, general manager.of the 
home construction division of 
Sears, Roebuck & Co., declares his 
company is obtaining ‘better prices 
from manufacturers of equipment 
than ever before and is able to pass’ 
these advantages on to home build- 
ers in reduced final costs. He says 
selling homes under present condi-

ATISFACTION is a dangerous 
S drug. It paralyzes_ initiative, 

vision, ambition, working pow- 
er. It stupefies the man and the 
movement. I can be delighted with 
the present season of Municipal 
Opera in Forest Park: I can be 
pleased. I can be astonished. |! 
ean be thrilled. I can be gratified. 
But I do not dare to be satisfied. 
Nor,.does anyone else tonnected 
with the suecess of this current 
season. We .have attained this 
year the goal ‘that we announced 
at its beginning—productions 
which in their artistic beauty are 
a frank challenge to the world. 
That is a fiwe thing to have dqne, 
but-it is not the be-all and end-all 
of Municipal Opera’s existence. It 
is important only in its relation— 
but that relation is essential—to 
the social, the civic, and the cul- 
tural aspects of Municipal Opera. 
To be of any but a passing signifi- 
cance Municipal Opera must be 
rooted in- St. Louis life—and grow.

E ARLY in September the Radio-Keith-Orpheum outfit, which aow

Eisenstein was born in Riga, Russia, 
in 1898. His father, a civil engineer, sent him to school to prepare 
at an early age for a career similar to the paternal one. Following

‘the regular course at technical school he entered the Institute of 


Civil Engineers in Leningrad. 
Here he concentrated on mathematics and on architecture, in 


which an aptitude for drawing which he had been developing as- 
serted itself:: Another interest asserted {tself, which bad been grows 
ing in fascination for him and which could now be given free rein, 
away from parental influence. This was a devotion to the circus 
and the experimental little theater. 

They were diversions which he never considered seriously at 
the time. But in 1916, when he became interested in the Renais- 
sance, and took to study the life of Leonardo da Vincl, he began to 
apply his architectural training to designs for the theater. At the 
same time he encountered Freud’s book, “Concerning the Childhood 
Reminiscences of da Vinci,” which led him to a study of the psycho- 
analyst. The materialistic portion of Freud's teaching has had a 
great influence on Eisenstein’s work.

N 1918 he joined the engineering corps of the Russian army, and 
eS service for a year, building fortresses. He continued his 

aesthetic self-education while in the service, and in 1920 he began 
work_as an artist with one of the theatrieal companies connected 
with, the army, and painted pictures, scenes and train carriages, 
besides organizing club performances. Meantime he became in- 
terested in the Japanese theater and studied the language. 

Demobilized in 1920, he entered the academy of the General 
Staff, in Moscow, working in the Japanese section, and at the same 
time took up the duties of manager Of the art decorative section of 
the first workers’ theater, the Proletkult. Here he dramatized and 
staged Jack London’s story, “The Mexican,” winning favorable notice. 
Meanwhile he left the academy. 

A year later he joined Meyerhold, leader of the advanced theater 
in Russia, working on new methods of staging as assistant director. 
Meyerhold did not appeal to Eisenstein as radical enough in matters 
of the theater, and they parted company. Returning to the theater 
of the Proletkult, he took the comedy of the classic writer, Ostrovsky, 
“It Is a Good Horse That Never Stumbles,” and produced it as a 
circus farce, winning further success by his originality of treatment. 
He also did this in 1923 as his first independent picture. 

After presenting “Listen, Moscow,” he undertook a new de- 
parture in production, carrying the theater into industry by pro- 


ducing “Gas Masks.” This was an outgrowth of his interest in the ° 


reflexological school of Prof. Ivan Pavlov, which led him to stress 
the psychological aspects of drama. In “Gas Masks,” laid in a gas 
factory, Eisefistein endeavored to remove the artificial aspects in- 
herent in the theater and re-create the play as a fusion between

NEW YORK, July 12. 
HE eighth edition of Mr, Earl 
T Carroll’s “Vanities” ended its 
first two weeks’ stay at the New 
Amsterdam Theater with a raid 
by the police and every night, since 
its debut, the rush has been awful. 
Getting in to see this latest crea- 
tion of the Earl of Longacre Square 
will continue to be a problem, for 
here, after a manner of speaking, 
is a hoopla the like of which not 
even broadway expected. ... 
In the program Mr. Carroll ex- 
plained that he was-inspired, in this 
instance, to produce a revue “‘meet- 
ing America’s demand for sophisti- 
cated entertainment.” And, it turns 


out, Mr. Carroll believes that 
sophistication in the theater de- 
mands naked coryphees and smok- 
ing car jokes. He has gone far be- 
yond the limit in dazzling the eye 
and shocking the ear, but he has, 
at the same time, preserved that 
Carroll touch, which means that 
for all its bawdiness and nakedness 
there is visual beauty in “The 
Vanities.” 

Evidently the public is with him, 
for even now you'll find it next to 
impossible to buy yourself a brace 
of seats for his op’ry. The ticket 
seller in the New Amsterdam Thea- 
ter will contemplate you with a 
weary eye when you shove your 
dough under the box office wire. 
You'll almost imagine him remark- 
ing: “Two seats for tonight’s per- 
formance? Oh, be your age, Elmer, 
be your age.”

N every Carroll folderol there 
[is always something for the 

customers to remember. It isn’t 
& song, as a rule; nor is it a spec- 
tacular scene. It’s something born 
of the Carroll touch. In “Sketch 
Book” it was the peach orcherd.

In the current “Vani- 
ties” it’s the bottle dance. You'll 
hear about the bottle dance before 
summer melts into-fall.

league and Minneapolis reach an 
agreement. However, because of 
the distance by rail to either of the 
Twin Cities, neither will be includ- 
ed in the suoscription season un- 
less both cities participate, 

Then, by affiliation, Philadel- 
phia and Boston may be included 
in this mid-July summing up of 
the Dramatic League’s outlook for 
the season of 1930-31, inasmuch as 
each city has its Professional Play- 
ers, carrying a subscription season 
of six weeks along the lines of 
the league in Chicago. The new 
season will be Boston’s first; but 
the Philadelphia venture took life 
late last November, shortly -after 
the Dramatic League started Chi- 
cago operation in the Princess 
Theater. Both Washington and 
Baltimore have manifested an in- 
terest in the play; but neither city 
has as yet organized its playgoers. 
Should they do so in time to per- 
mit of proper arrangements in the 
production and booking depart- 
ments, and should Minneapolis and 
St. Paul enroll, there would be 13 
cities actively functioning along 
the lines laid down early in June 
of 1929 at the first meeting of the 
founders of the Dramatic League 
of Chicago.

In 1925 he developed 
this treatment further with “Po- 
temkin,” filmed in Odessa during 
three months and originally de- 
signed as a part of a general film 
dealing with the entire 1905 Revo<« 
lution. 

Following this he began work on 
“Old and New,” but suspended this 
to do the picturization of John 
Reed’s Book, “Ten Days That 
Shook the World.” Following this 
he finished “Old and New,” de- 
picting the industrialization of a 
Russian village. 

In addition to these activities he 
has been teaching the theory and 
practice of motion picture directing 
at the State Technical Institute of 
the Cinema in Moscow, and has 
been head of the Cinema Division 
of the Psycho-Physical Laborato- 
ries organized to study the reac- 
tions of the spectator. Besides 
this he has been preparing a num- 
ber of books on the screen and in- 
teresting himself in sound movies, 
in which he believes lies the future 
of films. 

“T have always endeavored,” he 
says, “‘to discover and introduce 
new forms and methods of cinema- 
tography, and I am now attempting 
to compose a combination of ,the 
silent film, the chronicle and the 
absolute film. My future work will 
be directed along these new meth- 
ods.”

Business enterprise has been re 
sponsible for the nation-wide sweep of 
miniature golf in the last three 
months. The game has been known 
for several years in the winter resorts 
of the South and West, but it remained 
for large-scale commercialization to 
take it to the rest of the country. 
While it is impossible to obtain defi- 
nite figures on the magnitude of the 
infant industry—indeed, figures that 
were correct today would not be next 
week, so rapidly is the fad spreading 
-—it seems safe to say that several 
thousand of the small courses are be- 
ing operated, and, judging by the re- 
ceipts here, taking in hundreds of 
thousands of dollars a day. Several! 
companfes are manufacturing and sell- 
ing equipment for the links, complete 
layouts ready to be installed on any 
vacant bit of ground. And already 
legal fighting has begun over the 
profits. 

The game itself is largely a matter 
of putting and ordinary golf putters 
are the only clubs used.

For the patent rights to this green, 
Garnett Carter, who, built the first 
Tom Thumb course at a resort on 
kout Mountain, near Chattanooga, 
paid $50,000 last March. He bought 
the rights from Robert McCart Jr. of 
El Paso, Texas, and T. M. Fairbairn of 
Tlahualilo, Mexico. These men devised 
the patented eubstance in seeking a 
material for use on a golf course on 
Fairbairn’s Mexican cotton plantation, 
where grass greens did not flour- 
ish. They at last hit upon cottonseed 
hulls, mixed with adhesive matter, and 
found that the resulting substance 
made a usable green. They patented 
the idea in 1925, and the greens were 
used on regular golf courses in Texas. 
Carter added green coloring matter 
when he acquired the patent. 


HE interests behind the Tom 
Thumb company were not the 
only ones to realize the financial 
possibilities in miniature golf. Other 
companies were formed to manufac- 
ture and sell complete sets. And many 
individuals didn’t depend on ready- 
made, standard equipment, but them- 
selves designed and built the’ courses 
they operate. Some of the courses

use greens made of cotton- 
seed hulls and have‘their fair- 
ways inclosed in iron pipe similar 
to that used by the Carter company. 
Representatives of the Tom Thumb 
interests brought suit in a Federal 
court in New Jersey to enforce their 
patent rigits and won an injunction 
prohibiting two defendants from mak- 
ing or selling courses which infringed 
on the patent. On the basis of this de- 
cision, injunction suits have been 
threatened in other places, including 
St. Louis and Kansa» City, in efforts 
to clear the local fields of as many 
rivals as possible of the Tom Thumb 
links. If the inclosure patent sought 
by Carter and his associates is grant- 
ed, the latter think it would give them 
almost @ monopoly on the business. 


F COURSE, many of the toy 
Or impresarios avoid\ conflict 

over greens by using some other 
material than cottonseed hulls. One 
standard layout sold complete has 
greens made of wood pulp. E. C. Bar- 
tholomew, the St. Louis pioneer in the 
business, uses a sawdust composition 
for the playing surface of his Night 
and Day Golf Links. Makers of each 
type of surface will be glad to explain 
why his product is superior to all 
others. 

There are 10 Tom Thumb courses 
in operation or being constructed in 
the St. Louis area. The first was 
opened May 8 on Delmar boulevard 
by Laurence Strauss, local representa- 
tive of the company. One of this type 
has been laid out on the lawn in front 
of the former city hall of University 
City. What is expected to be the most 
pretentious in this region has been 
planned for the grounds of a gasoline 
station on Manchester road. It is to 
be a 36-hole affair, and an engineer, 
an architect and a landscape gardener

FARMINGTON, Missouri. 

HEY buried a sol- 
dier here the other 
day. A service with- 
out pomp or cere- 
mony marked the 
close of the career 
of Major - General 
Jesse Mcliwaine 
Carter, retired. It 
. Was a career that 
had taken him a long way from his 
boyhood home, to stirring adventures 
in far countries, to the bright heat of 
the tropics and the vast loneliness of 
wind-swept deserts. a 

In the quiet of the Masonic Ceme- 
tery here, as the simple service was 
read, it was difficult to realize that 
he had ever really been away, that 
he had traveled so far and seen so 
much. And people. Every kind and 
every color had passed before his 
scrutiny during the 67 years of his 
life. He looked upon them tolerantly, 
with a soldier's eye, and found some- 
thing in most of them to stir his in- 
terest at least. 

Young Carter got his appointment 
to West Point through his father's 
law partner, Martin L. Clardy. Clardy 
had been elected to Congress in 1880 
from the old tenth district. He wanted 
to honor his partner, William Carter, 
and so he got the boy the appoint- 
ment. Another appointee from Mis- 
sourl that year was a young man by 
the name of John J. Pershing of Linn 
County. Pershing was older, more 
serious, he had taught school for a 
few years. Out of the class of 77 
enrolled that year 28 were to achieve 
the rank of General. 

Carter finished thirty-seventh in his 
clases. Pershing was at the top. They 
had become firm friends and they re- 
mained so during a lifetime. The first 
five graduates of the class had the 
choice of becoming engineers, the next 
highest group of entering the. artil- 
lery, the next of becoming cavalry- 
men and the last of necessity went 
into the infantry. Carter, falling into 
the middle group, became a cavalry- 
man. 

The salary of a Second Lieutenant 
then was $133 a month. And on this 
sum @ Cavalryman had not only to 
keep himself but his horse. Because 
he had no money and felt it would be 
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the cheapest post, Second Lieutenant 
Carter elected to go to Fort Sill in 
Oklahoma. 

That was in 1886. There had been 
stirring times at Fort Sill. It was still 


‘an outpost of the frontier, with a long 


record of Indian warfare. The Apaches 
were still troublesome, Geronimo had 
been a prisoner there for several years. 
It was a rough and ready life that 
Second Lieutenant Carter, 23, fresh 
out of West Point,-was introduced to. 

It was not long before he was or- 
dered to the Rio Grande for service 
on the border. He rode overland by 
way of Indian trails, with always the 
prospect of an encounter with the 
remnants of still hostile Apache bands. 
There followed a brief term as milli- 
tary instructor at Norwich University 
in Vermont. Then Fort Clarke in 
Texas, later Fort Sam Houston until 
the Spanish-American war. 

The period of the war was to be 
a dull one for Carter. He spent al- 
most the entire time in Mobile, Ala- 
bama, occupied with detail work, and 
later with mustering out the army. 
His adventures were to be reserved 
until later. 


T the close of the wur he was 
A aaee a Captain and sent to 

Porto Rico, where he command- 
ed the first squadron of native Porto 
Rican soldiers. Afterward he was in 
charge of a cavalry regiment in Colo- 
rado and then was sent to the Philip- 
pines under the command of General 
Leonard Wood. 

The islands were in a ferment of 
unrest—Uncle Sam had hold of a 
small but very active porcupine and 
he didn't quite know what to do with 
it. The Moros, small, dark-skinned 
bushmen, were causing most of the 
trouble. General Wood had been sent 
over to subdue them. And that was 
also Carter's job. 

He was assigned by his commander 
to Camp Overton on the Island of 
Mindanao, where the Moros. were 
known to be particularly warlike. Up 
to this time Carter had not especially 
distinguished himself. He was known 
as a good soldier, but he had given 
no outstanding proof of his courage 
and skill. It was on Mindanao that 
this chance was to conie. 

The work was always arduous, fre- 
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quently dangerous. One of his first 
orders from General Wood was to 
trace a path across the entire island. 
Carter started out with a top Sergeant 
for whom he had the greatest respect, 
a man who had been with him at pre- 
vious posts, Otto Tiche, and a native. 
For two days and nights they beat 
their way through the bush, enduring 
all the plagues of the jungle, insects, 
heat and thirst. On the morning of 
the third day 
they came. sud- 
denly upon a 
great cliff that 
barred their way. 

It was quite 
impossible to go 
either around it 
or over it. The 
native looked 
blank. He had 
professed to 
know of a secret 
trail. On the 
moment Sergeant 
Tiche became so ° 
angry that he 
picked up the na- 
tive and shook 
him until every 
brass button on 
his uniform came 
off. Nothing re- 
mained but_ to 
trace the long, 
difficult way 
back. 

lt was at this 
time, too, that 
one of the most 
remarkable  ex- 
ploits of his ca- 
reer occurred. An incident, but it had 
an important bearing on Carter's life 
in the army. 

Camp Overton was situated near the 
small native village of Illigan. The 
daughter of one of. the chiefs in the 
village of Illigan was to marry the 
son of a datto, or headman of a tribe, 
of some property. It was to be a great 
occasion. And as a special token of 
good will seVeral officers from the 
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camp were invited to be present at 
the ceremony. 

The American party, consisting of 
Captain Carter, his superior officer, 
Major Francis H. Hardie, Captain M. 
C. Smith of the 14th Cavalry, Chap- 
lain Joyce, Lieutenant Arthur Poillon, 
Lieutenant Jacob Coffin and an inter- 
preter named Infante, was received 
with great honor. They were ushered 
into a raised enclosure covered with 
nipa thatch 
where the bride- 
groom, the bride 
and her father, 
datto Mumungan, 
waited. 

Captain Carter 
took his place 
near the_ inter-

Major Hardie proposed a toast to the 
bride. It was at this moment that one 


of the Moros detached himself from ‘ 


the crowd about the platform a d 
came rushing toward Hardie, swing- 
ing the long, vicious knife known as 
the barong. It was apparent first to 
the interpreter, Infante, that the man 
was a fanatic, possessed by what the 
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natives call ‘‘jura-mentado.”’ In this 
state the Moros are fanatically pos- 
sessed by a mad desire to kill a Christ- 
jan and the fury of their fanaticism 
lends them a superhuman strength. It 
is a form of sacrifice for which they 
prepare themselves by shaving all the 
hair from their bodies, donning a 
white robe and arming themselves 
with a barong or other edged weapon. 


Infante perceived the situation at 
once, and threw himself in the path 
of the fanatic, receiving two slashes 
from the barong which the maddened 
native was whirling wildly. 

It was but a few seconds later that 
Captain Carter realized what was 
about to happen. The fanatical Moro, 
barong upraised, was making for 
Major Hardie. The natives on the 
platform and around it had at once 
been thrown into a frenzy of fear 
and excitement. They were milling 
about in every direction. 


forward, drew his pistol, a .45- 
caliber double-action, and ‘fired 
through the milling crowd of na- 
tives. The first shot hit the fanatic 
on the chin, sidewise, and he then 


CC torvars CARTER took a step 


-turned upon Carter. But a second 


shot struck him in the temple 
abowe the cheekbone and he fell. 

No sooner had the body slumped 
to the floor than datto Mumungan 
and his aids were upon it with their 
barongs, determined to cut it to bits. 
Carter pushed himself between them 
and the dead man and after much 
persuasion that the man was actually 
dead and that cutting up his body 
wouldn't punish him any more, quiet 
was restored and the wedding cere- 
mony proceeded. : 

This story is told by Colonel Philip 
Corbusier, now at Fort Sam Houston. 
Colonel Corbusier was at that time 
stationed at Camp Overton with Car- 
ter, and he was later to serve under 
his command. 

“IT was at camp with a cavalry 
troop,’ Colonel Corbusier relates. 
‘News travels quickly in that coun- 
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try, although not by telegraph. A 
grapevine message reached us, saying 
Carter and his fellow officers were be 
ing murdered at Illigan. Rushing to, 
our horses, not waiting to saddle, we 
raced towards the village, expecting to 
see our comrades dead. Instead we 
got there in time to take part in the 
wedding feast.’ 

The account of this happening trav- 
eled rapidly among the men in the 
service. It was carried back to the 
States, came to the attention of hig?

HEN the sun has sunk behind

the lovely and far-famed after-glow, 
the mountains all rose and purple, 
reflecting the grandest sunset skies 
in the world, the desert bathed in 
opalescent tints. 

Too briefly, the twilight ends, but

by mountains, plainly visible, seeming 
near at hand in the rarefied at- 
mosphere. All of Tucson is included 
in the vista and 10 miles beyond San 
Xavier Mission, the “Dove of the 
Desert,’’ is etched clearly in white. 

Building on the experience of the 
earliest settlers, some of whose struc- 
tures, the missions, for example, be- 
gun by the Franciscan Fathers in the 
cighteenth century, still: survive, un- 
impaired, the house is of thick- 
walled adobe. Other “features are 
borrowed ~ from Spanish and _. In- 
dian native architecture, as the high- 
walled patio and 
the roof terrace 
reached by its out- 
side stairway. But 
broad windows, 
with disappearing 
single panes of 
glass, are in viola- 
tion of the earlier 
principles and shock 
the architects who 
know their aetyles 
and periods. 

“If the architects 
don’t like it let 
them go build 
houses to suit them- 
selves,”’ said Mr, 
Wright, as he 
staked out positions 
with regard to the 
views he wanted the 
windows to take in. 
The result is that 
every outside wall 
of the. house opens 


up to reveal lovely framed landscapes. 

The driveway from the gate winds 
for about a mile through tangled 
desert growth. That flame of yellow, 
with bright green branches showing 
through, is the palo verde. The scarlet 
tassels, waving from long wands cov- 
ered with tiny green feathers, are the 
ocatillo in bloom. Even the frowsy, 
spidery, repellant choila is providing 
thorny beds for bowls of rose-colored 
fruit. The tall, dignified suhuaras 
are wearing golden crowns jauntily. 
The prickly pears are flaunting huge 
magenta and orange-colored flowers. 


good rain this spring and every 

weird growth in the desert is 
@utting forth some sort of blossom. 
Where usually only the olive green 
of mesquite and the creosote bush dis- 
pute false notions of the desert a« a 
sandy, colorless waste, all is a riot of 
color. Only near the house, where at 
the entrance a collection of the in- 
numerable varieties of desert plants 
have been transplanted with some de- 
gree of formality, is any order to be 
found in the fantastic chaos. 

All the way along the ominous bay- 
ing of a dog has followed us. It is 
Don, the Great Dane, terrifying in 
sound and appearance, but turning out 
to be the friendliest creature imagin- 
able. ‘He is the only doorman the 
house affords. The master is notified 
when a car has entered the gate and 
is standing outside the grilled entrance 
of the patio awaiting his guests. Blis- 
tering hot though it has been outside,

it actually is cooler in the patio, and 
seems much more so by reason of the 
green grass carpet, the fountain mak- 
ing rainbows, honeysuckle and roses 
wafting their perfume, the pink and 
mauve plumes of tamarask trees wav- 
ing gently, the dainty foliage of the 
pepper tree sweeping the ground rhyth- 
mically, the’tip of a tall cedar discov- 
ering a breeze up above. Oleanders 
are swaying under a wealth of bloom. 
Waxy leaves of citrus plants glisten 
with spray. Reed chairs and tea table 
invite one. 

A land turtle has found this place 
a retreat to his liking and become a 
pet. When called by the name of Vol- 
stead he comes lumbering out from 
some mossy recess. 

In deep shadow, brightened by bas- 
kets and rugs of native handicraft, a 
loggia surrounding the patio opens 
into the living quarters. The plan of 
the house is simple, , containing no 
more rooms than are required by its 
two occupants. But such large rooms. 
With its great stone fireplace, numer- 
ous easy chairs and divans, long 
ranges of book shelves, some good pic- 
tures, a quite large bronze statue of 
4 cowboy rampant, and all the usual 
comforts of a much-lived-in room, the 
living room does not seem crowded. 
Upholstery and carpet in a cool, 
gray monotone, and four eight-foot 
windows aid the eff&ct.of spacious- 
ness. 

Among several hobbies, Mr. Wright 
is a fancier of fine timber. The floor 
of the living room is of Mexican ma- 
hogany, the ceiling of Spanish cedar,

their effective graining brought out 
merely by a coat of wax. 

The indoor dining room is enlivened 
by several examples of modernistic 
painting. Under gray awnings at one 
end of the open terrace the outdoor 
dining room centere round a large oc- 
tagonal table cast in red concrete. 
Much hospitality is dispensed here. 
Even the birds have a free lunch coun- 
ter on the parapet. And old rugs are 
spread there, from which they are in- 
vited to pick wool to line their nests. 


BOUDOIR opening upon the 
A\ iccoing porch, Mrs. Wright's 

special domain, is dainty and 
feminine in its appointments. At 
either end are most luxurious bath 
and dressing rooms, that of the mis- 
tress haVing fascinating built-in dress- 
ing cabinets of satin wood and fix- 
tures in the new colored porcelains; 
that of the master done in sterner 
but no less opulent manner. 

A business-like office is the other 
room on this floor, its only decoration 
a fine collection of etchings. On a 
lower level, reached by an almost se- 
cret passage from the office, is the 
sanctum sanctorum of the writer. An 
enviable one it is. In a monotone of 
green, s0 easy on the eyes, are the 
walls and carpet. The ceiling is vault- 
ed to give scope to lofty thoughts. The 
furnishings are all straight-lined and 
nothing is so soft as to induce mental 
laziness. Every tool of the writer's 
craft is easily at hand. And all so or- 
derly are filing cabinets, book shelves, 
the screen upon which the author is 
wont to arrange characters in visible 
form and manipufate plots of his nov- 
els on a peculiar plan of his own. 
From the vast open spaces the win- 
dows leok out upon he must find in- 
spiration for the sort of scenes he de- 
scribes so fluently. 

Nothing has been said about guest 
chambers in the house because they 
are taken care of in another building 
over adjoining the swimming pool. 
Dwellers in the Southwest inevitably 
become collectors of Indian and Mex- 
ican handicraft, and if the Wrights 
have not done their share, their native 
friends have seen to it that they are 
well supplied. Quaint, curious, amus- 
ing, they are not always objects with 
which to clutter up everyday living 
quarters, but they may serve to edify 
the stranger within the gates. So here 
they are adding the exotic touch to 
otherwise homelike guest quarters. 


THER outside buildings take 
() «= of automobiles and chauf- 

feurs’ quarters, favorite riding 
horses and other livestock. In one 
room of the stables a marvelous 
camping equipment is stowed and 
locked away, so that nothing will 
be missing when there is a sudden 
impulse to take to the mountains. 
Probably most appealing of all, to 
the average man in whom survives 
the desire to make things, is the work- 
shop. Such a workshop! Every sort 
of tool, work bench, lathe. Even an 
anvil. And all disposed in such trim 
or workmanlike order. Specimens of 
wood from every ¢clime are there, to 
try one’s hand on. Here the artist 
turns artisan and produces some really 
surprising objects. All the wrought- 
iron lamps; grills, even the iron gates 
of the ‘patio, are of his workmanship. 
An 18-foot boat with d sail is a strange 
apparition in the desert until you note 
it is mounted on a truck ready to be 
transported to the lakes. It is beauti- 
fully built of mahogany, finished with 
brass, and is all Wright’s own handi- 
work.

 t/ ) The ancient council 
house is locked and 
t he ceremonial 
hearth is cold. The 
medicine man 
poured a gourd of 
water on the fire. 
Then ascended into his Packard and 
drove away. The wooded valley of 
Spring River, which for a hundred 
years or more has been a primitive 
camping spot for the Red Man, will 
be just another picnic ground from 
now on, for the Quapaws have decided 
to abandon aboriginal festivities. They 
held their last tribal pow-wow and 
‘“‘stomp’”’ dance the other day. In war 
paint and war bonnets, they played 
incongruously at being wild Indians 
with their luxurious motor cars 
parked around them and a miniature 
golf course operating across the road. 

The white population and the oth- 
er Indian tribes of Northeast Oklaho- 
ma will miss the Quapaw stomp dance. 
From the earlieet recollection of the 
oldest settler it has been an annual 
affair and has always ranked as one of 
the most picturesque spectacles to be 
seen in the whole West. More than 
any other tradition, it has served as a 
link between the civilized Indian of 
today and the savage of the past. But 
the Quapaws have become reduced in 
number in recent years through deaths 
and prosperity. Nearly all of § the 
long-haired old timers are gone and 
those remaining have found it hard 
to keep the youngsters interested in 
amusements more aborigina) than 
baseball, bridge and golf. 

So they assembled on their old 
council grounds June 27 and _= said 
farewell to tribal rites. For three days 
and nights they were hosts to all the 
friendly tribes of Northeastern Okla- 
homa. They feasted and loafed by day 
and feasted and danced by night. The 
Devil's Promenade resounded with the 
weird chant of the dancers and the 
light of camp fires flickered through 
the woods and shimmered on the paint 
of new Pierce-Arrows and Cadillacs. 
Then the Quapaws went home to be 
white Indians forever after. 


Quapaws should be hosts to the 

other tribes and wind up the 
business of being Indians with = a 
rousing celebration. The Quapaws, 
once impoverished, outcast, the 
poorest of all the poor Indians, have 
in late years become rich. They 
are almost the richest Indians in 
Oklahoma, which is the same as 
saying almost the richest in the world. 
Only the Osages, their  oil-en- 
riched cousins on the west, have 
enjoyed such princely incomes and 
such a uniform distribution of wealth. 
When the Quapaws settled on their 
Oklahoma reservation—it was in In- 
dian Territory then—the Government 
agreed, on account of their wretched 
condition, to move them to their new 
home at its expense and furnish them 
with livestock, firearms and farming 
implements. And for some 75 years 
after that the miserable tribe strug- 
gied along, leading a hand to mouth 
existence on land valued at 10 cents 
an acre. Then, in 1912, they awoke 
suddenly to find wealth pouring into 
their laps. The prospector's drill haa 
struck lead and zinc, and mine shaftr 
were being sunk right and left on Qua 
paw land. The great Picher field, the 
richest zine field in the world, devel- 
oped in their midst. Last year it pro- 
duced metal worth $22,000,000. That 
in why it was the Quapaws’ turn to cel- 
ebrate and hold open house for all the 
poor relations. 

The poor relations (poor is used 
purely in a relative sense) seemed to 
regard it as a capital idea, for they 
came in droves. Indians are great 
visitors anyway and never let pass a 
good opportunity for traveling some- 
where to see somebody, They came 
from all over the northern and eastern 
part of the State, some of them driv- 
ing as far as 200 miles. No fewer 
than 20 tribes were represented. There 
were Cherokees, Osages, Shawnees,

ITH the fall of darkness, how- 

\ ever, the camp would begin to 

come to life. Darkness seemed 
to awaken some vague tribal memory 
which lay dormant in daylight. Bucks 
and squaws would don their native 
garb, paint their faces, tie strings of 
bells around their ankles and kindle 
the dance fire. To the beat of tom- 
toms and the accompaniment of tribal 
songs, the dancers then circled around 
the fire in single file, stamping the 
ground with the heel in a sort of catch 
step. The writer asked what the 
songs were about and was told they 
were chiefly about nothing at all. It 
all depended on what the singer hap- 
pened to think about. In a monotone 
chant they sang of the fire, the woods, 
the wind. Anything in sight seemed 
to offer material for extemporaneous 
composition, and as the night ad- 
vanced the singing became louder, the 
dance more spirited andthe beat of 
the tom-tom fiercer. It 
would usually wind up about 
1 a. m. with a war dance 
in which the 
braves would 
pass in review 
before t he 
chief, each 
dancer dem- 
onstrating his 
courage 
through the 
violence of his 
dance. 

Had the ob- 
server been 
able to forget 
about the 
eight- cylinder 
motor cars 
parked on ev- 
ery side he

convincing enough. But there were 
always those luxurious automobiles 
standing around to dispel illusions.

No longer is it possible for mem: 


bers of one tribe to recognize mem- 
bers of another. Apparently they 
look as much alike to themselves 
as they do to white men. In- 
dians getting acquainted at the pow- 
wow were frequently heard to beat 
around the bush and finally inquire 
openly about each other’s tribal con- 
nections. It wasn't that way in the 
old plains days. Wild Indians could 
almost invariably spot a member of 
another tribe and if the tribe hap- 
pened to live in his own part of the 
country he could identify it before the 
stranger got within speaking distance. 
Different tribes had _  characteristi: 
styles of headdress and the like which 
made it possible to recognize them. 
The white man has changed  4!! 
that. He has standardized the Indian 
as well as himself. Now, all the Ok- 
lahoma tribes wear store clothes and 
all except a few of the old irreconcil- 
ables cut their hair. Until two years 
ago, the Quapaws always had a long: 
haired chief, but the present chief, 
Victor Griffen, not only has short hair 


‘and store clothes, but wears a Siirin- 


er’s emblem as well and goes to Wash- 
ington every now and then to cali on 
the President. 


HIEF GRIFFEN is one of the 
Cr wealthy Quapaws w'° 
are permitted to handle their 
own business affairs and spend (heir 
money as they see fit.

Few 
days were long enough to give him 
time both for science and his business, 
but he managed both. 


E MET a young woman work- 
H as a librarian at Shaw's 


Garden. She was a graduate 
of the University of Kansas and, 
like Rau, interested in bees and 


wasps and moths and all that sort of 
thing. They were married. When 
Rau’s first important work, ‘‘Wasp 
Studies Afield.”’ was published it bore 


the names of Phil and _ Nellie 
Rau. 

The Botanical avenue home was 
hardly the ideal place for — in- 
sect observation. But Rau _ Car- 
ried on important work there, de- 


spite the handicaps, and a corner base- 
ball lot, whicn he passed each morn- 
ing on his way to work, gave him a 
semi-back-to-nature laboratory. Peo- 
ple in the neighborhood, seeing a 
grown man _ chasing “bugs,” often 
shook their heads and lifted their eye- 
brows. 

Rau once had a very lucky “break.” 
[t was in 1917. He was looking for a 
cottage for the summer, and his quest 
took him to the Meramec River. He 
had spent the afternoon with ill suc- 
cess and, tired and pessimistic, he 
made his way to Wickes, in Jefferson

County, to await conveyance home. He 
had a little time on his hands, and the 
naturalist in him prompted him to 
walk about and see what he could see. 
As he passed a clubhouse on the Mera- 
mec’s banks he noted a clay bank 
under the clubhouse porch. The bank 
was man-made, turned up in the build- 
ing of the house. But insect life had 
come upon it and found it geod. There 
it was, teeming with bees and wasps 
and spiders and what not. It was the 
answer to an ecologist’s dream. Rau 
made the most of it. He studied it 
from that time on, and is still study- 
ing it. It resulted in the publication 
of a paper, “The Ecology of a Shel- 
tered Clay Bank,” a piece which has 
been widely quoted and much ac- 
claimed. The clay bank was a verita- 
ble insect city, which had bad days 
and good days, suffered from the on- 
slaught’ of predatory creatures and 
parasites, enjoyed the warmth and 
kept in during the rain. 


ERE was the mining bee, An- 
H thophora abrupta, to be formal 
about it, which tunneled in- 
to: the clay bank and built little 
chimneys on the outside of its 
burrow. They were there in 1917, 
when Rau first found Bugville. But 
three years later Rau noticed another 
bee, much like the abrupta, but still 
a bit different. The newcomer was 
also a mining bee, but instedd of the 
simple turret that the abrupta built, 
the new bee built a sort of S-like chim- 
ney at the entrance. 
Rau sent some of the fellows off to 


the Smithsonian Institution at Wash- 
ington and the scientists there con- 
cluded that Rau had come upon a new 
species. They called it Anthophora 
Raui. Here, Rau concluded, was evo- 
lution. Raui, he believes, is descend- 
ed from abrupta, evolving almost be- 
fore his eyes. 


longer at Wickes. Rau is bring-

On the grounds of his home a place 
has been put apart for this new 
Bugville subdivision. Half-open cov- 
ered sheds have been erected, and 
parts of the clay bank placed therein.

And Rau 
has at last gotten things pretty much 
the way he wants them. 

Not that Rau minds going out of his 
way to make his observations. It means 
nothing to him to spend the night in 
constant patrol when he thinks 
something is likely to happen. Sev- 
eral years ago Rau and his wife 
contended that not enough study had 
been put in on the sleep of insects. 
The result was that the Raus found 
that insects got lots of sleep, even if 
the Raus didn't while they were mak- 
ing their observations. 

Be it known, then, that insects 
do sleep, and that one allegedly 
busy bee, Meliasodes obliqua by 
name, doesn’t care to get up be- 
fore 8 a. m. An article by the Raus, 
“The Sleep of Insects,’ has been trans- 


Bioneers in its entirety is no 
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Some of these came 
back from as far as three miles. The 
returning ones always flew against 
the wind and not with it; hence it is 
apparent that scent borne on the 
breeze carries the news of the where- 
abouts of the mate. When the moths 
were placed in clear sight of each 
other, in a room where all motion of 
the air was stopped, they could not 
find each other. 

Here is a pretty study in insect 
behavior. Rau was observing carpen- 
ter bees. The great carpenter bees 
that tunnel their way in planks, for 
there is also a smaller carpenter bee 
that finds its home in twigs. Rau 
noticed what was evidently a very at- 
tractive lady bee flying about. A gen- 
tleman bee also notiéed her and flew 
toward her, intent on introducing him- 
self. But the lady didn’t fancy him. 
As she flew away they collided; she 
dropped to the grass and he followed. 
“He hovered about the place, evident- 
ly not. seeing the object of his search, 
while she crouched and clung to &@ 
grass blade, as though injured. After 
a few minutes of this search he left, 
and when I picked up the injured fe- 
male to soothe her, I found ‘hat not 
one male but two had deen duped; up 
she blithely flew and darted away in 
the sunshine.” 


not always congenial. There are 
those two irreconcilable natjons, 
the Polistes variatus wasps and the 
Polistes pallipes. They don't go out 
looking for battle. But let—we give 
the floor to Rau.

This worker had one wing 
aborted, which was just what I 
wanted to place her at a disadvantage 
on the nest of P. pallipes. She walked 
about on the roof of the nest, moved 
her other three wings quite normally, 
and then she was placed on another 
nest, a P. pallipes colony. All four 
wasps on this nest at once showed the 
emotion of anger, and immediately one 
of them, ‘blue-wing, grappled its 
head in her jaws, set her wings vib- 
rating and attempted to fly off with it. 
However, the stranger was not to be 
lightly disposed of; she held on with 
her legs, and so strong was the pull 
of ‘blue-wing’ that she lost her bal- 
ance and her hold at the same time 
and came tumbling Into space. All 
four of them sprang at the enemy. 
At one time it appeared like a mass 
of abdomens, with the stings throbbing 
in and out, but these weapons seemed 
to slide over the smooth bodies with- 
out fatality. Then they changed their 
position; ‘blue-wing’ was at the head, 
trying with all the power of her jaws 
to sever {t from the body; another was 
trying to bite off the abdomen at its 
base; another was tugeing at an 
antenna, which she gripped in her 
mouth, and the fourth was pulling at 
a leg”’ So went the battle. For 
a time the attackers withdrew and 
rested. Then they resumed the battle 
and mortally wounded their enemy. 


ON] OW,’ Rau continues, ‘‘to test 
the attitude of these P. 
pallipes to a member of their 
own species, but from a differ- 
ent locality, I took an adult from a 
P. pallipes nest from a spot some 
39 miles distant.”’ This young adult 
was slightly injured. Rau put this 
wasp on the same nest where P. 
variatus had met her doom. “No 
angry attitude was displayed,’ and 
‘one individual, known as ‘white-tho- 
rax,’ showed extreme solicitude for the 
injured member. I do not like to be 
accused of saying they show sympathy 
for one another. But the bit of 
conduct that carried the greatest 
weight of evidence was that for 15 
minutes ‘white-thorax’ with her palpi 
and jaws stroked and cleaned the 
head, eyes and forehead of the injured 
wasp. 

It must be rather apparent by this 
time that one is very likely to get 
stung now and then. Has Mr. Rau 
ever been stung? Of course he has. 
He shrugs his shoulders. To be stung 
by every available kind of wasp and 
bee is to know more about those wasps 
and bees. Besides, the sting seldom 
lasts longer than five or ten minutes. 

None of the Raus seem to be much 
afraid of stinging things. They are 
all by way of being naturalists. The 
boys find a toad and make observa- 
tions. The daughter of the family goes 
to a pond, sticks a jar in the water, 
fills it, puts a glass plate on top of it 
and comes home with a host of mosqui- 
to larvae, Before long many of the lar- 
vae have become mosquitoes, flying 
against the jat’s glass cover, craving 
freedom and human tribute. But in 
the jar they stay, fast captives, mans 
prisoners—or young Miss Rau's pris- 
onerse—without a chance for escape. 
We looked upon the scene. It was a 
beautiful experience. 


Rau hopes to devote the rest of his 
life to the study of insect behavior. 
He muses upon a laboratory where he 
may experiment the year through. He 
and his wife once did social service 
work; they do it no longer, for they 
feel the section of the city where the 
work was carried on is no longer in 
need of them.

It was in 1905 that Quapaw for- 


tunes began to change visibly for 
the better. In that year zine ore 
was found on the land of Felix 
Dardene by a driller boring for 
water. The driller knew the 
metal in the drill core denoted a 
rich strike, but he lacked the 
business acumen to take advan- 
tage of it. He quit work and 
drove to Baxter Springs, Kansas, 
where he spread the news. When

he got back he found that a by- 
stander who had heard his story 
had beaten him back to the site 
and had leased all the land 
around. That bystander later 
made a fortune. Then in 1912 8S. 
C. Fullerton and Solomon Dobson, 
drilling on the Benjamin Quapaw 
allotment south of Picher, 
made the strike which led to de- 
velopment of the great Picher 


field. That was the real beginning 
of the golden age for Quapaws. 
Royalties poured in with stagger- 
ing rapidity. Fur a time Mrs. 
Anna Beaver Haliam, who is now 
one of the richest members of the 
tribe, had an income of §60,000 a 
month. Mrs. Sarah Corbett. aiso 
became rich as did Alex Beaver, 
Hurry Crawfish and that copper- 
colored gentleman with the fitting 
cognomen—Joe Greenback. 


HEN the mining boom 
V \ was at its crest just 
before and during the 


World War there were no few- 
er than 1650 producing mines on 
Quapaw land. About 50 of these 
are still in operation, but incomes 
now are not so magnificent as they 
were in former days. The lead 
and zinc market is down and many 
mines have been forced to close. 
That, however, doesn't mean that 
any of the Quapaws are facing 
starvation. All of them are com- 
fortably fixed and a good many 
have accounts with the agency 
which will keep them in fast auto- 
mobiles and country club member- 
ships for the rest of their lives.

The Quapaws are passing out as 
Indians. A few more generations 
and they will all be white both in 
color and manner of life. The 
abandonment of the annual stomp 
dance marks another step in the 
process. When the corn is in the 
roasting ear stage, some of them 
may assemble again to celebraic 
the “green corn dance’’ with the 
Senecas and Osages, but for the 
Quapaws as a tribe, aboriginal 
feasts are over.

He was therefore overjoyed 
when he finally received orders to 
organize a division, the Lafayette, 
at Camp Meade. By August of 
1918 he had it in shape. He was 
to have sailed with his men in 
October. Then came the flu. It 
was a heartbreaking time. These 
men whom he had trained and 
worked with so long went down 
without a chance. He couldn't get 
caskets enough; he couldn’t get 


nurses enough. He worked hand- 
in-hand with the late Cardinal 
Gibbons of Baltimore, who gave 
him invaluable aid during the flu 
epidemic. 

General Carter’s brother, W. 
Frank Carter, a St. Louis attor- 
ney, and Edwin Carter of New 
York, a vice president of the 
American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company, Iike to tell sto- 
ries of the interest he took in his 
men.

vicious temper. -Then it would be 
rather expensive to catch a satisfac- 
tory Arctic whale. as the better grades 
inhabit the remotest and most inac- 
cessible regions of the frozen North. 
Fortunatély, we have a whale right off 
the coast of New Jersey, the common 
rorqual, or finback, that would be 
quite adequate. It isn’t as large as 
the other varieties, attaining a length 
of 50 to 60 feet, but is by no means a 
cheap whale. 


HE success of your venture 

will be greatly dependent upon 
the animal's weight, and you 
naturally want to do all you can to 
obtain the maximum. Get your 
whaie out of the water and weigh 
it as quickly as possible—once re- 
moved, it will lose rapidly. You 
might add a few tons to the actual 


‘weight to round out the figure from, 


say, 50 to 55 tons or 60 to 65 tons. 
There is nothing shady about it. as 
anybody who ever caught a fish—and 
haven't we all?—-is prone to exagger- 
ate the weight a bit, and nobody would 
hold a whale man to task for what is 
only a human frailty. Aside from that. 
a Better Business Bureau would have 
a hard time making a case against 
you, even if it had its suspicions. 
Once your whale is caught and pre- 
pared, you are ready to start your 
tour. You will require a custom-built 
freight car to accommodate the whale. 
a large tent and a staff of about 20 
men——-stake drivers, carpenters, me- 
chanics, electricians and. of course. 


some barkers to lecture the crowd 
about the whale’s displacement, length 
from stem to stern, beam, etc., and an- 
swer the thousand and one questions 
that will be asked. Always wire 
ahead to your next city and arrange 
to be met by an adequate ground crew. 

After two or three profitable en- 
gazgements you will have a reputation 
as a successful whale impresario. 
Newspaper reporters will come down 
to your hotel for interviews. 

“Just how do you pick your 
whales, Mr. Gribble?” a reporter will 
inquire, as he lights one of your 25- 
cent cigars.

George is a typ- 
ical finback and has been acclaimed 
as one of the best whales on Broad- 
way.”
